How many times have you been a spectator at 
a softball game? I'm sure it's been more than once. 
Do you remember the umpires or the players pleasing 
everybody in the stands? And finally, have you ever 
heard of a league making rules against those specta¬ 
tors who disagree on certain calls and those who razz 
the opponents while cheering their team to victory? 

The U. C. C. League is now guilty of this 
crime. In a recent letter from the league director our 
fans were ordered to control their enthusiasm at the 
cost of forfeiting the playoff games.

precedent by trying to control the fans, and by that 
I'm not trying to imply that they should allow cri¬ 
minal acts on their part. But as I stated before, the 
only crime our fans have been guilty of is hollering 
loud and strong in our defense.

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Fumadores 

Se ha declarado la guerra al cigarrillo, todos 
los dias leemos en publicaciones de toda clase, notas 
que hablan del vicio del tabaco y de sus desastrosas 
consecuencias; entre el gran numero de estudios, pru¬ 
ebas, análisis y opiniones que se han publicado se 
asegura que el tabaco es muy dañino; gran numero de 
autoridades en la materia informa de sus experimentos, 
pero los que le han puesto carne de gallina a algunos 
fumadores, son los doctores que aseguran que el ci¬ 
garrillo es el provocador del cancer, el causante de 
enfermedades pulmonares y entre otras muchas cosas 
hasta el culpable de que una herida no cierre, si el 
que la tiene es un fumador asiduo. 

No es mi intención en estas lineas rebatir o 
afirmar tales aseveraciones, que sin duda se fundan en 
pruebas de laboratorio, llevadas a cabo por profesion¬ 
istas que han puesto todo su empeño en descubrir en 
que forma puede el tabaco dañar el organismo humano. 

Me concretare a decir cual ha sido mi experi¬ 
encia como fumador, ya que el vicio de fumar me ha 
acompañado por cuarenta años. No fui el fumador 
moderado que consume de cuatro a diez cigarrillos por 
dia; mi promedio fue al rededor de cuarenta a cin¬ 
cuenta cigarrillos diariamente. 

En algunas ocasiones trate de dejar de fumar sin 
lograrlo, era algo mecánico, buscaba y encendía el 
cigarrillo sin razón y sin motivo, algunas veces por 
que veia yo fumar a alguien, otras veces por que al 
sentir los cigarrillos en el bolsillo maquinalmente lo 
ponía en la boca y lo encendía, no habió comida 
completa si no acompañaba el cafe con el humi to de 
mi cigarrillo. 

Hace como siete meses aproximadamente, me 
propuse dejar de fumar definitivamente o por lo menos 
tratar verdaderamente de hacerlo. Hasta el momento 
de escribir estas lineas, creo que me he sostenido en 
mi empeño; muchas de las personas que me conocieron 
como fumador (especialmente los otros fumadores) les 
parece extraño no verme fumar y mas extraño todavía 
que me ofrescan un cigarrilloy noto acepte. Algunos 
me han asegurado que volvere a fumar y tal vez mas 
que antes, que en cuanto vuelva yo a fumar un cigar¬ 
rillo, volvere a adquirir el vicio. Para ver hasta que 
punto tenían razón, hice la prueba, me fume un ci¬ 
garrillo y no me quedo el deseo de seguir fumando. 

Han pasado dias tal vez semanas sin que fume 
ni un solo cigarrillo; mi experiencia ha sido: que no 
me hace falta, no es una necesidad, si en un momento 
dado se ofrece fumar, me considero capaz de hacerlo 
sin adquirir nuevamente el vicio. 

Por lo que respecta a mi salud, no me he sen¬ 
tido mal tampoco; he subido algunas libras de peso y 


el malestar que sentia en las mañanas, con la sensa¬ 
ción de resequedad en la garganta ha desaparecido- 
todo lo demas es como cuando fumaba; duermo bien 

como bien, no me siento irrasible o nervioso como 
aseguran algunos empedernidos fumadores que han 

tratado de dejar el vicio y que aseguran que se ne¬ 
cesita un gran esfuerzo para lograrlo. 

Por mi propia experiencia les puedo asegurar 
que esas no son mas que excusas para seguir hacién¬ 
dole competencia a las locomotoras (no las eléctri¬ 
cas). En resumen puedo decir que por cuarenta años 
fui esclavo del tabaco y compadesco a aquellos que 
quieren dejar el vicio, pero que no pueden hacerlo; 
lo que en realidad pasa es que no quieren verdadera¬ 
mente dejarlo. 

No es necesaria una gran fuerza de voluntad 
como algunos creen y muchos aseguran. Nada de eso, 
al dejar el tabaco no van a sufrir un ataque de ner¬ 
vios, que los obligue a darse un banquete de uñas o a 
tirarse de los pelos hasta quedarse mas calvos que una 
calabaza. No van a recibir una medalla de oro por 
su valor al vencer el vicio del tabaco; lo único que 
van a saber, es que son personas con una firme deter¬ 
minación, capaces de marcar el alto a cualquira cosa 
que pretenda dominar su voluntad. En una palabra 
son dueños de si mismos, no aceptan amos, aun cuando 
estos vengan envueltos en elegantes y vistosas cole¬ 
tillas.

THE 

POLITICAL 


SCENE 





Discussions on the rights of persons under Civil 
Law provokes probably the broadest personal interest 
of any issue in the political scene. We in the United 
States are fortunate to be able to discuss and provoke 
thought. Far more significant, however, is our abi¬ 
lity and duty to do something constructive to defend 
and promote the free system in which this is possible. 

Controversies over Civil Rights date back fur¬ 
ther than the incident in Little Rock, Arkansas, fur¬ 
ther even than the special interest groups themselves 
as organized political factions. In 1789 Patrick Hen¬ 
ry speaking for the state of Virginia, demanded that 
the proposed Constitution have written in further li¬ 
mitations to the powers of the Central government. 

Because of his stand the Bill of Rights was pro¬ 
posed and the Constitution inclusive was ratified. In 
1866 resistance to the 14th amendment was very force¬ 
ful and was met with force. Representatives and sen¬ 
ators from the confederate states were, in defiance of 
President Lincoln's amnesty proclamation, refused 
their rights under the constitution to vote on the am¬ 
endment. Of those seated only 120, three short of the 
number required for passage, voted in favor of the re¬ 
solution proposing the 14th amendment. When sub¬ 
mitted to the states for ratification, the tactics used 
to force ratification by the southern states caused the 
states of New Jersey and Ohio to retract their ratifi¬ 
cation in protest. 

The legislature in the state of Louisiana was 
presided over by an Army General in order to insure 
ratification. 

Though the history of Civil Rights has been at 
times both a dramatic concern for the general welfare 
and a contradictory political football, the constitu¬ 
tional form of our government has prevailed. 

Our greatest concern must be given to know¬ 
ledgeable action at the polls. We must not confuse 
the support for and the opposition against the recent 
Civil Rights legislation with the political viewpoint of 
the candidates regarding the rights of persons under 
Civil Law. 

For instance, under President Kennedy a civil 
rights resolution was developed and support for its pas¬ 
sage was urged of all lawmakers. The work on this 
controversial issue by President Kennedy was a true 
reflection of his dedication and sincere concern for 
the well being of minority groups. But is this so with 
President Johnson? 

The prominence of Lyndon Johnson's role in 
the New Frontier must not be misrepresented. Except 


for an official tour of West Germany the then Vice 
President was absent from the political scene. With 
his succession to the Presidency he also stepped into 
the leadership of programs which he had not started. 

His own record in the senate shows that he 
supported the opposition to civil rights measures during 
his term as Senator from Texas. While campaigning 
as the Vice Presidential candidate Lyndon Johnson 
also campaigned for reelection to the Senate. His 
Vice Presidential platform favored " Sit-in demon¬ 
strations", but quite outspoken to his constituents in 

Texas were his statements of policy as a Senator. His 
State platform called for " Enforcement of law's de¬ 
signed to protect private property.from physical 

occupation". The opposition by Senator Goldwater 
to the civil rights bill does not exhibit a disregard for 
any group or faction. |t does, however, voice a great 
concern for the continued protection of personal free¬ 
dom for all Americans. When Governmental controls 
are instituted over the activities of individuals and 
when these controls are not provided for under the 
constitution the very nature of freedom as stated in the 
constitution is jeopardized. 

(Amendments to the Constitution *1, 5 and 10) 

Our ancestors and those who are first gener¬ 
ation citizens came to the United States from other 
countries because of the opportunities for individual 
achievements and personal freedom. They broke away 
from the choking restrictions of governmental control 
on their lives in order to fulfill desires of their own 
and to offer the same opportunity to their children. 

The Bill of Rights does not give rights, it pro¬ 
tects rights from government infringement.
